Northwest  State  College  re¬ 
cently  announced  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  residence  center  in 
St.  Joseph  for  the  instruction 
of  senior  college  courses,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones  pres¬ 
ident,  Monday,  September  25. 

Jjr.  Jones  presented  the  pro¬ 
posal  for  the  program  (earlier 
approved  by  the  college  board 
of  regents)  to  members  of  the 
Governor’s  Council  on  Higher 
Education  in  Jefferson  City 
Monday. 

The  program,  which  received 
approval  from  the  Council  at 
that  time,  will  begin  on  a  lim¬ 
ited  basis  second  semester. 

At  the  Dec.  2,  1960,  meeting 
of  the  Governor’s  Council  on 
Higher  Education,  Dr.  Mark 
Scully  of  Southeast  Missouri 
State  College,  proposed  that 
programming  and  administra¬ 
tive  changes  be  submitted  to 
the  Council  for  general  discus¬ 
sion  and  consideration.  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  is  the  first 
college  in  the  state  to  submit 
a  program  under  this  action  of 
the  Governor’s  Council.  This 
program  is  the  residence  cen¬ 
ter  at  St.  Joseph. 

The  college  proposals  to  the 
council  included  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

The  center  would  use  the  fa¬ 
cilities  of  the  St.  Joseph  Junior 
College  and  those  of  other  pub¬ 
lic  school  buildings  as  the  ad¬ 
ministration  approves. 

The  center  will  function  as  a 
service  to  public  school  teach¬ 
ers  who  lack  certain  certifica¬ 
tion  standards  for  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  educational  de¬ 
grees  offered  by  the  college. 

Offerings  would  be  restrict¬ 
ed  to  those  courses  which  in 
the  judgment  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  chairmen  and  the  dean 


of  instruction  can  be  adequate¬ 
ly  taught  at  the  residence  cen¬ 
ter. 

Qualifications  required  of  all 
college  faculty  members  will 
be  met  and  the  St.  Joseph 
courses  will  have  supervision 
similar  to  that  given  on  cam¬ 
pus. 

Fee  for  work  taken  will  be 
$15  per  semester  hour.  Stu¬ 
dents  must  meet  the  same  re¬ 
quirements  as  on  campus,  and 
the  number  of  enrollees  must 
be  sufficient  to  pay  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  a  course  without  draw¬ 
ing  on  appropriated  funds.
